The circumstancea have a
few Impliontionis worth noting, ohilef
among them belng the presumable plercs
ing of England's guard by a submarine to
the very bamse of the fleet, It diso ap.
pears that Kitehener waa going to Hukesii
to confer, no doubt, on the affensive which
already gives nlgnes of progress. TFor
overconfigence, England pays a dreadful
price. Ble must learn from her tragedy
not only to gugrd but to divide her
treasure

It
happens that Lioyd-George is & man of
considerable versatility, but he Is not unl.
versal. And it was Kitchener's privato
tragedy thoat he wos compelled to ba,
Englund made an idol of Kitchener,
and.  ltke many ldolworshipers, was
ready to destroy him when he failed to
bring fuir weather. By triining he was
n moldier and un organizer of forces in
the fleld. It wns generally held thnt ant
Omdurman and at Paardebere it was or-
ganization which saved defective striutegy
and guve Kitchener victory. Yet when
the Great War broke out he wns put in
charge of recruiting one army while di-
recting the nctivities of another, At the
time of his death more than 4,000,000 men
were under arms for England, an aston-
lsbing feat. fut the drive at Neuve
Chappelle had falled because there wore
no high explosives In the fleld. For a
year, from May, 1015, Kitchener's name
grew dim. 1t flared up yesterday like a
Eutterad candle,

Displaced and discredited, not given
oven the just appreciation due hum for his
extraordinary powers, Kitchener had
coased to be essentinl to British confi-
dence. e was p shattered 1dol, and Sir
Douglas Halg, Sir Willlam Robertson and
Lloyd-George are In his place. The war
will go on without him without hindrance
or dificulty. And England, for the shock
aha has recelved, will go on, a little saner
of vislon.

In Kitchener the English nation. wor-
shiped exnctly what It did not possess—
a heartleas efMciency, a genius for organ-
ization, brutality, ruthlessness, frigid cal.
culation; the Englishman, in a word, of
forelgn fictlon. The great English pose,
of belng without sentiment, the actua]
fear of expressing emotion, wns a reality
with Kitchener, and every Britisher saw
In him what he imagined he would ke
himsglf to be. He was, in fact, precisely
what the British call the Prussian
"Huns, a fighting machine, bécause he
could fight without loving, ecould fight
with nothing but the battle te inspire
him. Only in one thing was Kitchener
deficlont, He was not a perfect sport,
in the English sense. Ha dld not always
play the game,

The worahip of Kitchener waa at least
one part cownrdice, England was weak
and she sought strong men for rulers,
whereas a nation which |s strong ean he
sufe in the hands of dreamars and vialon.
urles. That will pass with the war, for
out of it England will come burned clean
of weakness, Hut the rest is a paradox,
not unusugl. The heart of England, of
the middle class and the upper class and
the lowent classes of all, 1s tender and
gentle, Its very brutalitles, in Dickens op
In Whitechapel, have a touching spur of
kindnesa and of sentimentality. That wos
what no Englishman would dare acknowl-
adge. Ha thought that humanity wus
frall, The war has taught him that the
superman s brittle. In this conflict Fng.
